The, 
sabmarine, . remember, operates

coset, and if anybody ia in- 
dastrious enough to make out 
what the cosat means, and take the 
oumber of eqdare miles | have 
given you, he can eet -himeslf the:

to police. Bat the submarine is 
not the only difficulty.” There is, 
to my mind, eque!: difficalty in 
the question of mines.In theolden 
time the laying of mines was dan- 
gerous, but 1t was nothing to 
what it is now, because not only 
fre the sabmarines aced for aink- 
ing ships, bat they are *ased for 
laying mines uuder the water, 
They can follow your mine- 
aweaper, and, as qaickly as you 
sweep up mides, they can lay 
new ones without yoar knowing 
or suspecting. Do not ander- 
estimate the danger sad @iffcal- 
ties of that operation. Minos have 
been laid ag far ont as the Cape 
of Good Hope, in‘the Gulf of 
Aden, and Colombo. ‘ 

What do you think of the 
gigantic work that that involves 
upon the.service over which I 
preside? I look back. at the eld 
datain the House of Commons 
on which we used to try to limit 
our needs. How foolish are the 
old, argamenta about the margin 
of one Power over the other! We 
heve trade routes everywhere, 
and the keeping of the bellige- 
rent Navy off the waters, while 
it solvea one provlem, does no? 
aolve-the whole problem in rela- 
tion to these trade routes. We 
‘have wars in many theatres. It 
ia not a war with Garmany. You 
have a war, & naval war, going 
on over’ the whole of the seas 
wer in the Ohanael, war in the 
Atlantic, war in the Pacific, war 
in the Mediterranean, war round 
Egypt, war in the Adriatic, War 
in Mesopotamia, war at Salonics. 
And day by day, the Navy is’ 
called upon to supply the materis!- 
for carrying on-all-these wars. 
Did anybody ever contemplate a 
war of that kind? When I men- 
tion one figare to you~that at the 
commencement of the war we had 
something like 150. amall vessels 
for patrol work, and now we have 
something like 3,000—yoa . will 
gee the gigantic feat that has been 
accomplished .by the Navy.. In 
all these theatres of war we have 
to provide patrols, conyoye, mine- 
aweepera, minelayers, air service, 
boarding stesmerz, net ‘layers, 
minecarriera, 60d floet messengers; 
and, recollect,if you criticise as 
for not-doing enough, 60 far aa I 
am concerned, and so fer ‘as the

Iam not now castiiy 
say blame on the men in: the 
shipystds generally, bat I do 
wish. that ¢évery man . would 
realise that the least retarn he

are being sacrificed. becanse we 
sre short of sbips: that he shoald

stand that their exertions bear no
